Those interested in residing 
in the. homes would not need to qualify for 
low-income housing. Cisek said the housing 
authority would act more in the role of a 
caretaker of the homes than anything else. 
, 4 The proposed cluster housing would allow 
seniors who have been homeowners to retain 
some of the advantages of owning their own 
home while eliminating some of the disad- 
vantages, Cisek said. 

The— seniors— wou Id— purchaae_an vwhere 
from 30 or 40 to 100 percent of the house, with 
a private corporation picking up the rest of 
the purchase price. Corporations willing to 
invest in the purchase of these homes will be 
sought, and details of the plan will be worked 
out when Antioch gives the final okay. 

Cisek said the homes would be designed 
with energy efficiency in mind and the 
possiblity of handicapped people residing in 
the home. 

The board will hear more details as they 
become available.

"We had a lot to be thankful for 
this Thanksgiving, the fact that- we 
still have two daughters," said 
Wayne Sobczak. - 

The Sobczak's are especially 
thankful that it now appears that 
they will have two healthy daughters 
if Elizabeth, 6, shows no further ad- 
verse reactions to the accident in 
front of St. Peter's Church on' 
-Friday,' Oct. 28, 

Elizabeth had been waved across 
the street by one driver and was 
struck by another car, carried 90 
feet on the hood of the car and then 
dragged 20 feet on the street. 

Wayne has been on the Antioch 
Rescue Squad for several years and 
is presently a lieutenant, second in 
command of the squad. He was 
working at his part-time position at 
Westosha Emergency Center in 
Silver Lake, . r where his job is 
equivalent to that of a paramedic in 
Illinois, when the accident happened 
as his daughter was leaving St. 
Peter's fotloVing an after-school ac- 
tivity. 



-"We called Wayne immediately at 
Westosha," said Capt. Dave Heath 
of the Antioch Rescue Squad, "and 



then took Elizabeth there where they 
did an hour's stabilization check on 
her facial and head injuries before 
Wayne took her to Victory.Memorial 
Hospital in Waukegan." 

The Sobczaks know that God was 
with them and their ** daughter, 
because the accident situation called 
for serious or possible fatal injuries. 

Elizabeth was hospitalized with a 
concussion and a severe forehead 
laceration over the weekend and 
was brought home Sunday night. 

She then saw the other side of 
Halloween "trick Or treating" when 
she spent that time in a chair by the 
door and did the handing out of the 
treats. 

St. Peters'* students had Monday 
and Tuesday off, so she returned to 
school with the rest of her class on 
Wednesday - under careful super- 
vision. 

"By the next week she was back 
on her regular schedule, taking the 
ibus^to school and everything," said 
her father. Elizabeth has retained a 
scar from the forehead laceration 
which will take further medical at-
